The president 
and every national officer has permitted 
his salary to be increased; and on down 
the line to the officer* of the State and 
county. All kind* of skilled lalnir, me- 
chanics and even the plow boy, who 
once came at sun rise and left at the 
setting, at 50c per day, is now a It o’* 
clock scholar with board and $1. Sta- 
tistics report an increase in cost of gen- 
eral living of 46 per cent , and to meet 
this Increased expense n simultaneous 
increase in wages of from 50 to 2tm per 
cent. The two clauses who have not 
been beneficiaries of this raise in wug< s 
but who contribute to their respective 
shares of the 46 |ier cent, are the school 
teachers and the jurymen ''Since the 
mind of mun runneth not to the contra- 
ry” the juryman doe* business at the 
same old stand and at the same old 
price. He is flattered with the privi- 
lege of getting up at 3 o'clock in the 
morning, staggering around in the dark 
to do his chorea all the same if it is 
hot or cold, rain or shine, while his wife 
gets out of a sick bod and geta a snack. 
Then he drives from five to 15 miles to 
court, pays 35 cents for livery, 35 cents 
for dinner exclusive of the trimmings, 
leaving $1 30 for self, horse and buggy 
and feeds himself. At 9 o'clock he gets 
home and by 10 hia work ia done and he 
is ready for * nap. Next day he re* 
|ieaU this and for two or three weeks 
continues his tri(# to court. When he 
finally goes home with his rash to con- 
tribute his mite to the 46 |H»r cent, tin- 
board of equalisation meets and he is 
cited to appear and show cause why hia 
property should not l»e doublet! in value, 
to meet increased expenses of increased 
salaries and general expenses. While 
his tax has lieen doubled he is reminded 
that his tax rate ha* iieen reduced 2Jc 
on the lino. I can't understand how 
it is that if your house is worth $1W> 
and the bosrd raises it to $200 the value 
of the house is changed. It ha* been 
said that a juror ought to be (latriolic 
enough to serve for nothing; others say 
he is well paid (What about the pa- 
triotism of the other officials?! But 
those who offer such solid comfort are 
t he one# who would ksase from $5 to $10 
per day to neglect private business and 
serve at $2; hence they never serve, 
but get it off on their neighbors. Then 
too, he is a good, stiff tax payer and 
thinks expenses are already too high 
and the juror is supposed to stand for 
all the patriotism and economy and the 
only rerson he can stand it is because 
he docs a wholesale business and mo- 
nopolises the trade 1 can see no injus- 
tice in allowing the juror $3 per day for 
hia service, the same as allowed to the 
magistrate* and members of board of 
equalisation. By so doing he would at 
least he standing on the step* of the 
band wagon. The Boyle county grand 
jury says "Me Too.” What say our 
Representatives ?

The 
deed was done with a butcher knife 
while she was preparing dinner. 

John Rice, who was burned to death 
Saturday in Estill county, left his fam- 
ily in affliction. Hia wife ia in the 
Franklin county posthouse with small- 
pox. and hia daughter ia ill of typhoid 
fever in the hospital. 

Will J. Davis, former manager of the 
Iroquoia Theater, Chicago, was formal- 
ly arrigned in the circuit court at Dan- 
ville. III., on a charge of manslaughter 
in connection with the theatre fire, and 
entered a plea of not guilty. 

The Henderson street railway was 
sold to a syndicate of bondholdeo* from 
Cincinnati for $80,000, the upset price.
